Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-12, filed on 07/19/06, with respect to claims 

1, 4-14 and 17-31 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior arts 
rejection of claims 1, 4-14 and 17-31 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5-14 and 18-26 are allowable over prior art of record; renumbered the 
claims as 1-20. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 5-14 and 18-26 of the current application are allowed for the reasons pointed 
out by the Applicant's remarks (pages 9-12) whereby using the interface for selecting 
the percentage of RAM allocated to a document format wherein the document format 
includes selecting from the group of post script (PS) documents, printer control 
language (PCL) documents; tagged image file format (TIFF) documents, and portable 
document format (PDF) documents. 

The closest prior art Asai, US Patent No. 5,663,805, Asai allocating memory for 
bitmap or image data of a fax machine (col. 4, lines 31-34). 

The closest prior art AuClair, US Patent No. 5,659,670, discloses a random 
access memory for storing data in variably sized compartments and generates 
compartment size allocation recommendation in response to source of the print job (col. 

2, lines 19-48).
